It is amazing how a poufithaf 
round steak which would ordinar- 
ily serve three or four people may 
be stretched to make a satisfac- 
tory and delicious meat course for 
six.

Rotenore Kills 
Cattle Lice 


Following ‘numerous experiments 
agricultural scieptists have devcloped 
a commercial product which, has 
found wide use among livestock men 
to rid their cattle of lice, says The 
St. Thomas Times-Journal. The ac- 
tiye ingredients of this animal insect 
powder are rotenore and sulphur. 
both of which are safe to use and 
harmless to livestock. 


While lice are not much of a prob- 
lem during summer months, when 
autumn comes they lay their eggs 
and multiply. When the eggs hatch 
and the larvae begin to feed cattle 
try to destroy them by rubbing 
against stanchions anad other stable 
supports. This results in un-sightly 
hairless patches and breaking of skin 
which affords an opportunity for in- 
fectious disease to enter. 

Lice usually first appear on the 
withers, neck and tailhead. The dust 
should be rubbed into the affected 
parts with a brush or by hand until 
the area is thoroughly covered. Since 
the powder will not kill eggs, it is 
necessary to dust again in approxi- 
mately two weeks and a third time 
in another week. This should catch 
all species in their adult stage.

GOLDEN TEXT—Jesus saith. + 
he that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father.—John 14:9. 

This lesson is the first of a three- 
month series based on the messages 
of the New Testament Epistles, 
other than those by Paul. 

One fact concerning the Pauline 
Epistles, the Epistles by James, 
Peter, and John, which Paul certain- 
ly did net write, and the Epistle to 
the Hebrews, is that they are all 
agreed in a common faith in Jesus as 
the Messiah, in belicf in His saving 
power, in His ressurrection and 
living presence through the Holy 
Spirit, and in their conception of the 
Christian fellowship and the nature 
of the Christian life. 

This could be demonstrated in 
many phrallels of actual expression, 
though cach. Epistle may have its 
particular emphdSis. James, for in- 
phasis on faith, but in Paul’s more 
stance, emphasizes works as the evi- 
dence of faith, where Paul _puts em- 
extensive writings one would find 
many passages that, as strongly as 
James, stress the practical nature of 
the Christian life. So, also, though 
John is the apostle of brotherly love, 
all that he says only. strengthens 
what Paul wrote of love in I Corin- 
thians 13. And when Peter writes 
of believers as “partakers of the 
divine nature,’ it is precisely what 
Paul has written in Ephesans 3:19. 

Belief in Jesus as the Messiah and 
the fulfilment of Jewish hopes and 
prophecies, is dominant in the 
Christian church; and it is at this 
point that the devout Christian and 
the devout Jew differ, though they 
have the Old Testament in common. 

It is a difference of belief that is 
not unimportant, but it should not in 
any sense be an occasion of intoler- 
ance or unbrotherliness. If the Jew 
lives up to all that is best in the Old 
Testament, and the Christian up to 
all that is best in the New, the spirit 
of both Testaments would make im- 
possible the intolerance and preju- 
dice that have led to so much suffer- 
ing and tragedy: It is in ideals of 
peace and good will that Judaism 
and Christianity both find*their high- 
est expression.

Britain’s Long-Term 
Agricultural Policy 


The net output of British agri- 
culture increased by about 35 
per cent during the war. Inten- 
elve mechanization made British 
agriculture among the most highly 
mechanized in the world, with 
190,000 tractors compared with the 
pre-war count of 60,000. Output 
per man-year rose by 10-15 per 
eent,. The problem now is to ad- 
fest the industry to post-war 
meeds, while retaining the wartime 
gains in efficiency and develop- 
fmg them still further 

The Government's policy, both 
to save foreign exchange and for 
good farming, is to switch pro- 
duction, as rapidly as the cereals 
position permits, from the produc- 
tion of crops for direct’ ‘human 
consumption to the production of 
five stock and live-stock products, 
eapecially pigs and poultry.. The 
import of $1,000 worth of feed 
fngstuffs will save nearly $2,000 
worth of imports of _ livestock 
products. 

Though the world cereal short 
age has delayed this policy, i st 
femains the long-term solution, 
and as additional feccing 
become available, they will | be 
wsed to increase pig and poultry 
breeding stock

To make a perfect pie is the

The home economists of the 
Consumer Section, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture say that 
making good pastry is really 
quite easy if certain points are 
kept in mind. However if there is 
any doubt they suggest hot water 
pastry. It never fails. 

With fat at a premium and _ lus- 
cious fruits plentiful, deep fruit 
pies with a top crust or open face 
pies are the answer to the prob- 
lem. 

Hot Water Pastry 
% cup lard or mild-flavoured 
fat 
14 cup boiling water 
11% teaspoons salt 
3 cups sifted all-purpose 
flour OR-3 1-3 cups pastry 
flour. 

Cream the fat and stir in the 
boiling water a little at a time; 
cool slightly. Add salt and -flour, 
mixing with a quick, cutting mo- 
tion; do not. stir. Chill before 
rolling. Makes enough pastry for 
3 nine-inch pie shells; or 3 dozen 
two-inch tart shells.

Yes, there are advantages and 
disadvantages to almost everything 
and that applies to more than 
family affairs.

Sour Milk Substitute

Food and some other stains on 
upholstery, attresses and blan- 
kets often yield to a thick paste of 
cérnstarch and water. Just let it 
dry on, then brush off, repeating 
the process until the spot disap- 
pears. A similar paste of cornstarch 
and cleaning fluid is helpful in re- 
moving grease spots, soot, or smoke. 
Treat soot or smoke marks lightly, 
shaking on the cornstarch, and then 
brushing soot and starch off to- 
gether.

If it’s an acid stain that you 
have to deal with, which may dis- 
color or damage a fabric, treat it 
promptly with baking soda. This 
should act as a neutralizer prevent:

But after His crucifixion, 
they joined the Christian company 
(Acts 1:4), and two books of the 
New Testament, James and Jude, 
are associated with brothers,of the 
Master. . 

James is mentioned by Paul (I 
Corinthians 15:7) as among those 
who had a vision of the Risen 
Christ. He became a great power in 
the church at Jerusalem. 

When we think of James as the 
leader of the Christian community 
we can see him much as we would 
see the wise pastor of a church, 
dealing with his people according 
to their needs and conditions, re- 
buking laxity.

New tineulin Cuts 
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Plain insulin lowers the sugar 
content of the blood for only six 
hours, so that in a severe case of 
diabetes hypodermic injections 
must be take: at intervals of four 
to six hourss. Drs. Richard G. 
Roberts, Doris M. Hiker and 
Adrian Gasior Russis! of the Chi- 
cago Medical School now come 
along with a new insulin’ com- 
pound which has lowered the 
blood-sugar level in rabbits for 
twenty-four hours with a single 
injection, says the New York 
Times. 

The twenty-four-hour insulin is 
prepared with hemin, part of the 
hemoglobin which gives blood its 
red color and which carries most 
of the oxygen needed by the body. 
Besides hemin the new compound 
also contains liquid ammonia and 
choline, a chemical which enables 
the body to burn up fat. 

Now the doctors are working on 
a similar compound which will re- 
main effective forty-eight hours. 


Spring Growth
